Fred 
Naeter, 
publisher 
of

Southeast Missourian and a member 
of the board 
of 
directors 
of 
the 
Southeast Missouri Association, from 
Cape Girardeau county , spoke before 
a combined meeting of the 
Kiwanis 
Club and Chamber of Commerce 
at 
the luncheon today . 
Mr. N aeter pleaded with Southeast 
Missourians not to abandon their e f­ 
forts of the past 10 y ears to promote 
and deveTop 
the 
community 
spirit 
known as “Southeast Missouri” . 
‘T h e Southeast Missouri 
Associa­ 
tion, as conceived and planned 
last 
summer, is dead”, said 
Mr. Naeter. 
"It is dead because the crop 
condi­ 
tions of 
Southeast 
Missouri 
have 
driven so many out of the proposed 
effort”. 
He told how the business in­ 
terests of the more highly developed 
Cotton section of Dunklin, Pemiscot 
ind New Madrid counties arc looking 
on the dark side in going ahead with 
the idea. 
“ But we should not cease in our ef­ 
forts to build this Southeast Missouri 
.ection”, said Mr. Naeter. 
“The sec- 
.ion of the district north of the Mis­ 
souri Pacific railroad, consisting 
of 
Butler, Stoddard, Scott, Cape Girar- 
leau and Mississippi Counties, should 
raise $2000 apiece, employ 
a secre­ 
tary and Ik *gin an intensive campaign 
of development of poultry , dairy ing 
ami small fruit growing”. 
Mr. N aeter went into details with 
reference to 
the 
possibiliteis of de­ 
veloping these industries. 
He 
said 
Capo Girardeau 
Chamber 
of 
Com­ 
merce spent $2500 to have an indus­ 
trial survey made of that city . When 
the Girardeau concerns, after months 
of close study and earnest work, pre­ 
pared a brief of their case and sub­ 
mitted it to a gathering of business 
men, they were greatly disappointed 
in that report. 
He said it told them 
things they did not want to hear. For 
nstance, it told them that Cape Gir- 
trdcuu had few possibilities as an in­ 
dustrial city , because Cape Girardeau 
is on the wrong side of the Mississip­ 
pi river, cutting it off from 
the coal 
fields as well as being penalized by 
frtight rates. 
He >aid this company 
told them they need have little hope 
f bringing industries to Cape Gir­ 
ardeau. 
He told them also that Cape Girar­ 
deau merchants were asleep and were 
not living up to the demnads and ex ­ 
pectations of the constituency in their 
trade territory . This, he said, was a 
great shock to what some 
of 
them 
thought w< re a good set of business 
ru n. 
But he said the q uestionnaire, 
some 2500, sent < ut to those who buy 
from Cap*' 
merchants, justified this 
riticism. 
The great hope of Cape Girardeau, 
they were told, wns their agricultural 
future, consisting largely of poultry , 
dairy ing, and small fruits. 
Mr. Nae­ 
ter described an effort put forth 
by 
his newspaper with the assistance of 
Will Batjer, secretary of the South 
ast Missouri Association, an ex port 
in the poultry business, and th efarm 
agent. 
This was a week’s intensive 
campaign to improve the poultry bus­ 
iness. 
The least estimate, he 
said, 
that had 
been 
made 
on what this 
•ampaign would mean, was an 
in­ 
crease of $200,(MM) a y ear from poul­ 
try products. 
Mr. Naeter thinks that what was 
aid about Cape Girardeau, and what 
can be done around Cape Girardeau 
applies very well to Poplar Bluff and 
Butler County , 
and 
to every other 
section in this district. 
He said he was opposed to spend­ 
ing any more 
money 
to 
advertise 
Southeast Missouri; that advertising 
isn’t nctded 
a s much as development. 
That Southeast Missouri spirit 
ap­ 
plied 
to 
co-operation 
between one 
community and another, 
augmented 
by the efforts of 
a paid 
secretary , 
hould 1h* promoted at this time when 
business conditions have been so bad­ 
ly injured by the cotton crops. 
He said Julian Friant told him 
a 
few day s ago that he had 
a list 
of 
1500 names of active men who want­ 
ed to move to Southeast Missouri if 
they could sell their interests where 
they are now located in Illinois, Iowa, 
and other states. 
He q uoted Hubert 
Hoover in a speech 
at 
Seattle 
in 
which Mr. Hoover 
said 
that 
nine 
y ears from the 
time 
he made the 
speech the United States would have 
150,000,000 population, 
and that 
it 
would take every acre of agricultural 
land in this nation to feed that popu­ 
lation. 
Mr. Naeter drewr the conclu­ 
sion from this statement that this un­ 
developed section of Southeast Mis­ 
souri would rapidly be developed and 
put in a productive state within these 
nine y ears. 
The speaker pleaded for the co-op- 
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crative spirit, one town with another, 
one section w’ith another. 
He 
said 
that what was good for one commun­ 
ity is sure to he good for another, in 
thi< section, which is known almost 
nation-wide as a district unit.—Pop­ 
lar Bluff Republican.

TWO

the jailer, as he

door 
leading to the cell room, and 
after 
knocking him down with an iron bar, 
attacked the ja iler’s a ssista nt, Geo 
Stokes, and then fled 
through 
the 
door. 
McLemore recovered 
as 
the 
men ran and fired three times at them 
but none took effect. 
The escaped prisoners were: Paul 
Wilkerson, 24, held in jail awaiting 
trial on a charge of criminal attack 
on a 13-y ear-old girl; and Ford W at­ 
kins, 35, held on 
charges 
of 
wife 
abandonment. 
It was the second jail break her* 
in the last two months, another pris­ 
oner, W. T. Jones, fleeing 
from the 
jail after overpowering 
the 
jailor 
Jones was later captured and is 
in 
the state prison. 
Six teen other prisoners 
were 
in 
jail at the time, but none attempted 
to escape, according to Sheriff J. O. 
King. 
Wilkerson has been 
in jail 
two 
months, following his arrest at Pop­ 
lar Bluff on complaint of the child 
who told officers of the alleged 
a t­ 
tack. 
The child is the daughter of 
a woman, with whom Wilkerson 
is 
alleged to have lived for some time. 
Wilkerson is of slender build, is five 
feet 
and 
eight 
inches 
in height, 
weighs about 145 pounds, has 
black 
hair, round black ey es, and 
has 
a 
three-inch knife scar on the back of 
his neck, ex tending towards the left 
car. 
He was attired in khaki trous­ 
ers, in his 
shirt 
sleeves and bare­ 
headed. 
Watkins had no cap, but wore 
a 
“lumberjack” coat 
and 
gray 
woo! 
shirt. 
He weighs about 155 pounds, 
is five feet and eight inches in height 
and holds his mouth open at all times 
his front upper teeth alway s 
beiny 
visible. 
He had been in jail for 
a 
month.

The building in which the restaur­ 
ant was housed was completely lev­ 
eled to the ground and was only

After starting the fires,

went out to cut some kindling to start 
a fire in the front of the restaurant. 
When he was returning, he saw

of the restaurant and aroused

and Mrs. Tally , who were still sleep­ 
ing. Mrs. Tally utrned in the alarm, 
while her husband dressed and hur­ 
ried out. 
He and Menz tried to enter 
by the kitchen, but the flames kept 
them out. 
They then hurried around 
to the front, hoping to break in and 
save some of the fix tures. 
But, when 
they broke in the door, the 
flames 
and smoke rushed forth 
wfith 
such 
vehemence that they wfere unable to 
save any thing from that building and 
gave their attention to the filling sta ­ 
tion. 
By this time, the fire department 
had arrived, but owing to the 
dis­ 
tance from water plugs, was unable 
to turn a stream of water upon the 
blaze or to save the 
filling 
station 
from being 
consumed.

things were saved from this latter. 
Both buildings are

total loss and included in the

longing to the Tally s and a new elec­ 
tric rangt and waffle iron which Mr. 
Tally had given his wife for Christ­ 
mas. 
Mr. Tally had upon his buildings 
only $3000 insurance, as in Decem­ 
ber one of his companies had cancel­ 
ed out a $1500 policy because of the 
distance of his place 
from 
the fire 
plugs. 
As soon as an adjustment is 
secured, he hopes to start rebuilding.

vember 15, according to the monthly

ember 15 figure is 16 points below 
that on the same date a year ago.

The purchasing power figure 
hafc declined steadily since last May 
when it was 88.

Cape Girardeau, January 
3,—The 
right of a bank to pledge collateral 
for the certificates of deposit issued 
to secure public money was upheld 
by Judge O. A. Knehans in Common 
Pleas Court today in a decision that 
has been awaited with wide interest 
in banking 
circles 
throughout th e| 
state. 
Under the term s of the ruling, the 
S tate Finance Department will 
be 
unable 
to 
recoved 
approxim ately 
$60,000 in collateral notes put up by , 
the now closed Bank of Oran to se- j 
cure a $50,000 certificate of deposit 
issued to the Little River Drainage 
D istrict five years ago. 
The finance 
departm ent sought the recovery 
of 
these notes, contending that the bank 
had no authority under the law 
to 
issue collateral as a pledge of pay­ 
ment for the deposit. 
The finance departm ent announced 
it would appeal to the State Supreme 
Court, which will give that tribunal 
its first opportunity to rule on 
the 
subject. 
The Oran Bank closed 
in 
January, 1924. 
The 
drainage 
com­ 
pany has collected on about $19,000 
of the $60,000 collateral notes.

posal, although two years ago he led 
the fight to defeat the same proposi­ 
tion when it drew the opposition of 
President Coolidge. 
In the Senate during the day, crit­ 
icism of the navy was

from 
the floor by Senator Johnson, Repub­ 
lican, California, who demanded that 
it be raised from its “woeful status" 
to a parity with any other nation. 
Declaring that “we were outgener­ 
aled in the arms conference” , 
and

greater than that of Japan", John­ 
son asserted the American Navy in
